W ashington, Dec. I.—Members of 
congress are unusually alow in putting 
in their appearance here for the regular 
pension which conv cues next Monday. 
Up to this time there have been scarcely 
more than half a dozen arrivals each 
day. From now on, however, it is ex­ 
pected that the rush will begin and th a t 
a very full attendance will be in their 
places ou opening day. 
Few of the 
leaders of either house are here yet. 
This is especially true of the house of 
representatives. 
Neither Speaker Reed 
nor Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 
majority, will reach Washington until 
Saturday or Sunday. 
With the exception of pronounced 
sud radical pro and anticubau con­ 
gressmen tho members of both house*. 
as a rule, seem to be holding their 
judgments in abeyance until they ascer­ 
tain from official sources exactly what 
the situation is as to Cuba. 
In the matter of the currency it seems 
already established that the Democrats 
and their free silver allies will opp*.se 
stubbornly anything the majority is 
likely to propose and the fact that tho 
opposition in the senate seems insur­ 
mountable inclines many of the Repub­ 
lican members of the house to the opin­ 
ion that it would bi* wisdom uot to at­ 
tempt any legislation whatever. 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa is one of these. 
He thinks the futility of passing a meas­ 
ure in the senate makes it inexpedient 
for the house to attem pt to put through 
a measure and beMdes he doubts the 
propriety of the Republicans of tho 
house attempting to make a Republican 
policy on a subject upon which the Re­ 
publican platform does not speak to the 
point. He says if the president should, 
as reported, recommend any scheme for 
the retirement of the greenbacks, it 
would be beyoud the Republican plat­ 
form and every Republican would bo 
free to support or oppose it as his judg­ 
ment indicated 
There is some talk of a Republican 
caucus on this question, many of tho 
members believing that if a currency 
measure ii to be passed differences 
could be most easily adjusted and con­ 
certed action secured in this way. 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts*, chair­ 
man of tho committee on banking aud 
currency, some time ago sent a let tm* to 
every member of his committee urging 
the importance of currency legislation 
and asking each member to be prepared 
as soon after the opening of the session 
as possible to work to the end that some 
measure may be submitted to the house 
for action. 
Mr. Hepburn, who is chairman of the 
committee ou interstate aud foreign 
commerce, says he has received many 
letters during the recess, particularly 
from mercantile bodies, urgiug act iou 
on the antiscalping and pooling bills 
and he expects both these questions to 
receive early attention.

shell. This cay gets its name (which in 
English would be the Snorer) from the 
exceedingly angry surf, which can be 
heard for a long distance breaking over 
the reefs. 
This is the cay on which a 
couple of years back the historic old 
ah ip Kearsargo was wrecked and bat­ 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
more or less than a typical coral is­ 
land, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas, three-quarters of a mile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a mile across its widest part 
Surrounding the island is a reef, inside 
of which the water is smooth and rath­ 
er shallow, and at the bottom of this 
shallow water there grows a peculiar 
kind of sea grass whieh is a dainty 
food for the turtle tribea There is also 
found on the top of the water inside the 
reef a sort of small blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedalcs, or thimble fish, 
which is perhaps the greatest delicacy 
of the entire turtle menu. 
The turtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk bilL There are other varie­ 
ties which come to El Roncador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dur­ 
ing the night the turtles crawl up on 
the shore to lay their eggs, each female 
depositing on an average about 70. To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about 
two feet deep aud after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is al­ 
most impossible for a novice to find 
them. 
These eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
careful not to destroy those they do not 
take for food, so as to promote as much 
as possible the increase of this valuable 
sea reptile. At night the fishers conceal 
themselves along the shore as well as 
possible, and when the turtles come up 
out of the water on the beach they rush 
forth and turn them over on their hacks 
with iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 
The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 
as is gem rally believed, the horny cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the turtle; it is 
the scales which cover the shield. These 
scales are 13 in number, 8 of them be­ 
ing fiat and tho other 5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those that are flat are quite 
largo, sometimes being as much as 12 
inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly 
transparent and beautifully variegated 
in color with red, yellow, white and 
dark brown clouds, which give the ef­ 
fects so fully brought out when the shell 
is properly polished. 
A turtle of aver­ 
age size will furnish about eight pounds 
of these lamina*, or softies, each piece 
being from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. 
It is the method by which these scales 
are loosened which is the repulsive part 
of the business. 
The turtles are not 
killed, na that would lead to their ex­ 
termination in a very few years. After 
capturing them the fishers wait for day­ 
light to complete the work. The turtles 
are turned over again in their natural 
position and fastened firmly to the 
ground by means of pegs. Then a bunch 
of dried leaves or sea grass is spread 
evenly over tho back of the turtle and 
set afira The heat is not great enough 
to injure the shell, merely causing it to 
se parate tile joints. A large blade, very 
similar iii shape to a chemist’s spatula, 
is then inserted horizontally between 
the laminie, which are gently pried 
from tho back. Great care must betak­ 
en not to injure the shell by too much 
In at, aud yet it is not forced off until it 
is fully prepared for separation by a 
sufficient amount of warmth. 
The operation, as one may readily 
imagine, is the extreme of cruelty, and

FEW ON THE GROUND 


Senators and Representatives Slow 


In Arriving at the Captal 


GOSSIP AS TO LEGISLATION. 


(Camber* of Doth ll Quae* Wet Talking 
bf ach About Cuba—Currency I.cf Ult*. 
Aion, It I* Itelieved, W ill be mocked 
In the Senate—Day Offered and l>ft- 
rllned the Attorney Genernlahlp. 


W Asm SOTOS, Dec. I.—Members of 
congress are unusually alow in putting 
in their appearance here for the regular 
session which convenes next Monday. 
Up to this time there have been scarcely 
more than half a dozen arrivals each 
day. From now on, however, it is ex­ 
pected that the rush will tiffin and that 
a very full attendance will be in their 
plaoee on opening day. 
Few of the 
leaders of either house are bere yet. 
This La especially true of the house of 
representatives. 
Neither Speaker Reed 
nor Mr. Diagley, the floor leader of the 
majority, will reach Washington until 
Saturday ar Sunday. 
W ith the exception of pronounced 
and radical pro anti auticuban con­ 
gressmen the members of both house.*, 
aa a rule, see ai to be bedding their 
judgments in abeyance until they aseer- 
tain from official source© exactly what 
the situation is as to Caba. 
In the matter of the currency it seems 
already established that the Democrats 
and their free silver allies will oppt.se 
stubbornly anything the majority is 
likely to propose and the fact that the 
opposition in the senate seems insur­ 
mountable inclines many of the Repub­ 
lican members of the house to the opin­ 
ion that it would he wisdom not to at­ 
tempt any legislation whatever. 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa is one of these. 
He thiuks the futility of un stung a meas­ 
ure in the senate makes it inexpedient 
for the noose to attem pt to put through 
a measure and besides he doubts the 
propriety of tile Rejmbliretns of tho 
house attem pting to make a Republican 
policy on a subject upon which the Re­ 
publican platform doe# not speak to the 
point. 
He says if the president should. 
as reported, recommend any ac he ate for 
the retirement cf the greenbacks, it 
would be beyond the Republican plat­ 
form and every Republican woald bo 
free to support or oppose it as his judg­ 
ment indicated. 
There is some talk of a Republican 
caucus on this question, many of tho 
members believing that if a currency 
measure is to be parsed differences 
could be ta oat eadly adjusted and con­ 
certed action secured in this way. 
Mr. W alker of Massachusetts*, chair­ 
man of the committee on banking aud 
currency, some time ago sent a letter to 
every member of his committee urging 
the importance of currency legislation 
and asking each member to be prepared 
as soon after the opening of the session 
as possible to work to the end that some 
measure may be submitted to the house 
for action. 
Mr. Hepburn, who is chairman of the 
committee on id torii ta to aud foreign 
commerce, says he has received many 
letters during the recess, particularly 
from mercantile bodies, urging ac lim 
on the an ti scalping and pooling bills 
and he expects both these questions to 
receive early attention.

It is a careful anal>>is of the records 
of 500 families from the time they ap­ 
plied for aid in 1890 until Sept. I, of this 
year. 
Referring to repetitious of ap­ 
plications for relief the report says: 
“ There is a disclosure of chronic pau­ 
perism. 
This pauperism exists to a 
large dojproe because of the incapacity 
of men and women to support them ­ 
selves. 
Their condition is due, investi­ 
gation shows, to a lack of moral devel­ 
opment.” 
Of the persons who appealed for aid 
the largest number were married men 
and women. 
Widows w ith children 
came next. Of the 500 applicants 170 
were Irish and 132 were natives of too 
United States. Many of the latter were 
persons who had lived in this city less 
than a year. 
The list includes 122 men of good 
character aud 231 women of good char­ 
acter. The remainder were professional 
beggars, criminals and chronic paupers.

Fires Bet on tho Living Turtle to lisps* 
rate the Bony Layers of the House in 
Which He Lives — A Business That 


Struck an Observer as Heartless. 


There are many articles of daily and 
hourly use constantly passing lief ore 
our eye* and through our hands about 
the production of which we know com­ 
paratively little or nothing. 
An inter­ 
esting example of this is tortoise shell, 
from which combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a m ultitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the desk and 
the pocket. 
Fierce crusades have been 
instituted in recent, years against the 
slaughter of birds for the procurement 
of their plumage for hat trimmings, 
aud yet I venture to say that the proc­ 
ess of procuring tortoise shell is a cru­ 
elty to animal life which far exceeds 
that to which birds are subjected.

Manuel Latona, who was the owner and 
captain of a small schooner, went w ith 
him to the cay El Ronoador for tortoise 
shell. This cay got* its name (which in 
English would be the Snorer) from the 
exceedingly angry surf, which can be 
heard for a long distance breaking over 
the reef a 
This is the cay on which a 
couple of years back the historic old 
ship Kearsarge was wrecked aud bat­ 
tered to pieces. El Roucador is nothing 
more or loss than a typical coral is- 
lutul, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas, three-quarters of a mile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a mile across its widest part. 
Surrounding the island is a reef, inside 
of which the water is smooth and rath­ 
er shallow, aud at the bottom of this 
shallow water there grows a peculiar 
kind of sea grass which is a dainty 
food for the turtle tribea There is also 
found on the top of the water inside the 
reef a sort of small blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedales, or thimble fish, 
which is perhaps the greatest delicacy 
of the entire turtle menu. 
Th*1 turtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk bill. 
There are other varie­ 
ties which come to El Roucador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dur­ 
ing the night the turtles crawl up on 
the nil ore to lay their eggs, each female 
dt p* siting un an average about 70. 
To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about 
two feet deep aud after laying the eggs 
covi r them over so deftly that it is al­ 
most impossible for a novice to find 
them. 
Th* se eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
careful not to destroy those they do not 
take for food, so as to promote as much 
as possible the increase of this valuable 
sea reptile. At night the fishers conceal 
themselves along the shore as well as 
possible, aud when the turtles come up 
out of the water on the beach they rush 
forth and turn them over on their backs 
with iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 
The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 
as is generally believed, the horny cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the turtle; it is 
the scales which cover the shield. These 
scales are 13 in number, 8 of them be­ 
ing fiat and tho other 5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those that are flat are quite 
large, sometimes being as much as 12 
inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly 
trauKjmrcut and beautifully variegated 
in color with red, yellow, w hite and 
dark brown clouds, which give the ef­ 
fect* Mi fully brought out when the shell 
is properly polished. 
A turtle of over­ 
age size will furnish about eight pounds 
of these lamina', or scales, each piece 
being from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness.

N ew York, Dec. 1.—There was a 
great audience in Carnegie hall to hear 
Commander Booth-Tucker of the Salva­ 
tion Army unfold his plan to colonize 
the unemployed.

W ashington, Dec. I.—Member* of 
congress are unusually alow Sn putting 
in their appearance here for the regular 
eewuon which convenee next Monday.

From now on, however, ii is ex* 
peeled that the rnsh will begin and th a t 
a very full attendance w ill be in their 
places on opening day. 
Few of the 
leaders of either house are here yet, 
This is especially true of the house of 
representatives. 
N either Speaker Reed 
nor Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 
m ajority, will roach W ashington until 
Saturday or Sunday. 
W ith the exception of pronounced 
iud radical pro aud antica baa con­ 
gressmen the member* of both house*, 
aa a rule, wen; to be holding their 
judgm ents in abeyance until they ascer­ 
tain from official source* exactly what 
the situation is aa to Oahu. 
In the m atter of the currency it seems 
already established that the Democrats 
and their free silver allies will opp*.se 
stubbornly anything the m ajority is 
likely to propose and the fact that the 
opposition in tho acuate •rem s insur­ 
m ountable inclines m any of the Repub­ 
lican members of the house to the opin­ 
ion timt it would be wisdom not to at­ 
tem pt any legislation w hatever. 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa is one of these.

Mr. W alker of M assachusettea, chair­ 
man of tile com m ittee on banking aud 
currency, tom e tim e ago sent a let Un* to 
every m ember of his com m ittee urging 
the im portance of currency legislation 
and asking each mem ber to be prepared 
ax soon after the opening of the session 
as possible to work to the end that some 
measure may be submit ted to the house 
for action. 
Mr. Hepburn, who is chairm an of the

Manuel La ton a, who was the owner and 
captain of a small schooner, went w ith 
him to the cay Kl Roncador for tortoise 
shell. This cay gets its name (which in 
English would bo the Snover) from the 
exceed Bigly angry surf, which can be 
heard for a long distance breaking over 
the reef a 
This is the cay on which a 
couple of years bark the historic old 
ship Kearsarge was wrecked and bat­ 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
more or leas than a typical ooral is­ 
land, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas, three-quarters of a mile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a mile across its widest part 
Surrounding the island is a reef, inside 
of which the water is smooth and rath­ 
er shallow, and at the bottom of this 
shallow water there grows a peculiar 
kind of s<>a grass which is a dainty 
food for the turtle tribes. There is also 
found on the top of tho water inside tho 
reef a sort of small blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedales, or thimble fish, 
which i> perhaps tho greatest delicacy 
of the entire turtle menu. 
The turtle whose sholl is valnod in 
commerce is a small species known as 
tho hawk b ill 
There are other varie­ 
ties which come to El Roncador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dur­ 
ing tho night the turtles crawl up on 
the shore to lay iheir eggs, each female 
depositing on an average about 70. To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about 
two feet deep and after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is al­ 
most impossible for a novice to find 
them. 
These eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
careful not to destroy those they do not 
take for food, so as to promote as much 
as possible the increase of this valuable 
sea reptile. At night the fishers conceal 
themselves along the shore as well aa 
possible, and when the turtles come up 
out of the water on the beach they rush 
forth and turn them over on their backs 
with iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 
The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 
as is generally believed, the horny cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the turtle; it is 
the scales which cover the shield. These 
scales are 13 in number, 8 of them be­ 
ing flat and tho other 5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those that are flat are quite 
larges sometimes being as much as 12 
inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly 
transparent and beautifully variegated 
in color with red, yellow, white and 
dark brown clouds, which give the ef­ 
fects so fully brought out when the shell 
is properly polished. 
A turtle of aver­ 
age size w ill furnish about eight pounds 
of thew? lamina*, or scales, each piece 
being from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. 
It is the method by which these scales 
are loosened which is tho repulsive part 
of the business. 
The turtles are not 
killed, as that would lead to their ex­ 
termination in a very few years. 
After 
capturing them the Ashers w ait for day­ 
light to complete the work. The turtles 
are turned over again in their natural 
position and fastened firmly to the 
ground by means of pegs. Then a bunch 
of dried leaves or sea grass is spread 
evenly over tho back of the turtle and 
set afire. 
The heat is not great enough 
to injure the shell, merely causing it to 
separate tho joints. A large blade, very 
similar in shape to a chem ist’s spatula, 
is then inserted horizontally between 
tho lamina*, which are gently pried 
from tho back. 
Great care must betak­ 
en not to injure the shell by too much 
heat, and yet it is not forced off until it 
is fully prepared for separation by a 
sufficient amount of warmth. 
The operation, as one may readily 
imagine, is the extreme of cruelty, aud 
many turtles do not survive i t Most of 
them do live, however, and thrive, aud 
in time grow a new covering, just as 
a man will grow a new finger nail in 
place of one he might lose. 
The pecul­ 
iarity of tho second growth of shell, 
though, is that instead of reproducing 
the original number of IS segments it is 
restored in one solid piece. 
To see the operation of taking the 
shell from the living turtle once is 
about all a mau of northern breeding 
wants of it, and if tho helpless reptiles 
had th ti power of voicing their suffer­ 
ings under it, their cries would tell of 
as heartless a business as man has yet 
engaged in.—New York Post.

B O O T H -T U C K E R ’S SC H E M E . 


C om m ander a f th e Salvation A rm y Se­ 
en re* A ld F or HI* C olony, 
N ew York, Dec. I.—There was a 
great audience in Carnegie hall to hear 
Commander Booth-Tucker of the Salva­ 
tion Anay unfold his plan to colonize 
the unemployed.

Commander 
Booth-Tucker said: 
“ To carry out the plan upon the large 
scale which shall be worthy of our na­ 
tion and worthy of the emergency 
which faces us will require considerable 
amount of capital. 
This we do not pro 
pose to ask for in the shape of gifts, but 
as loans bearing interest at 5 per cent 
and repayable in a period of IO years. 
We propose to raise immediately a fund 
of $100,OOO with which we shall be able to 
place 200 families of 1,000 souls on 2,000 
acres of good irrigated laud. 
We shall 
form a co-operative loan association on 
the German model, thus enabling the 
colonists to have some money in hand 
for the purchase of stock.” 
AY hen the blanks had been circulated 
among the audience it was announced 
that Elizabeth Livingston had given 
$1 ,000, a “secret subscriber” $3,000, ex* 
Governor Flower $600 and John E. Mil- 
holland $1,000. 
Smaller subscriptions 
brought the amount up to $30,000.
